Biography 


» of Canada's leading choral 
. .ductors, Robert Cooper, C.M., began 
his career under the tutelage of Helmuth 
Rilling and Robert Shaw. He is currently 
the Artistic Director of the Orpheus Choir 
of Toronto, Chorus Niagara, the Opera in 
Concert Chorus, and is a teaching member 
of the Choral Department, Faculty of 
Music, University of Toronto. As a superb 
choral trainer and conductor, Mr. Cooper 
also provided strong artistic leadership to 
the Toronto Mendelssohn Youth Choir for . 
22 successful years, influencing over 2000 
young adult singers. Many of those singers 
have gone on to solo careers, while others 
are adding their own voices to various 
choirs across Canada. 

He enjoys a distinguished career as 
a guest conductor and clinician working 
with many of Canada's leading choral 
organizations and provincial choral 
federations. He has had the honour. of 


conducting the National Youth Choir of 
Canada and made his Carnegie Hall debut 
in 1997 for a Celebration of Cariadian 
Choral Music. He recently conducted 
concerts with Symphony Nova Scotia 

and the London Symphony, as well as

and productions for Toronto Operetta 
Theatre. In addition to his work with choirs, 
Robert Cooper has been involved with 

the presentation of more than 80 operas 
and has been a frequent guest conductor 
with opera companies across Canada. 
This October Mr. Cooper adjudicated the 
international choral competition Let the 
People Sing in London, England. He has 
also recorded CD's of both opera.and 
choral music and provided choral backup 
for films and Stratford Festival productions. 

Robert Cooper has served as President 
of both the Ontario Choral Federation 
and the Association of Canadian Choral 
Conductors and is on the Board of 
Directors of Chorus America. To complete 
the circle, Mr. Cooper brings fine choral 
music to all of Canada as Executive 
Producer, Opera and Choral Music, for CBC 
Radio Two. : 

In June 2003 Robert Cooper received 
an Honorary Doctorate degree from Brock 
University for his significant contribution to 
the Canadian choral community.

Of Fauré's Requiem, Nadia Boulanger, one 
rauré’s foremost students, remarked in’ 
the Revue musicale in 1922: 

The church has the power to Judge us, 
to condemn us, which the Master did not 
want to express in his work. Further, he did 
not want to content himself with merely 
restating the dogmatic aspect of the text 
musically. It would be better to say that he 
understood religion in the gentler terms of 
the Gospel of St. John, in the spirlt of St. 
Francis more than in that of St. Bernard. 

.. His music seeks to mediate between 
Heaven and man, In a peaceable way, 
calmly and inwardly, sometimes serious 
and sad but never threatening or dramatic. 

In fact, Fauré eliminated all passages 
of the Mass of the Dead that speak of 
fear, horror, punishment, and tears, of the 
menacing call of the last trumpet, and of

the day of wrath. He was probably the 
only composer to do so in all the history 
of Requiem settings. It is more difficult to 
explain other textual exclusions. However, 
Fauré really did not intend this to be’a 
liturgical composition, even though he ~ 
was a church choral director, but rather - 
a work of art reflecting his innermost 
thoughts. This is not to say that there are 
no lively moments in this score; there is 
excitement, even drama, to be found in 
the “Libera me”. There the words “Dies 
illa, dies irae, calamitatis et miseriae” 
are heard at least fora moment and set 
to suitable music, but the’ text moves on 
immediately:to the words “requiem ae- 
ternam”. Fauré added the seldom-set "In 
Paradisum” in a calm mood, transfigured 
heavenly, as only few composers have 
been able to do.
